Daniel's  —  A  Historical  Place  Of  Worship 

1774-1938  4 


It  is  a  pleasant  and  interesting 
task  for  the  writer  of  a  historical 
narrative  to  enter  upon  a  field  where 
the  records  of  earliest  periods  are 
carefully  made  and  well  preserved. 
This  is  the  case  in  regard  to  many 
of  the  churches  in  North  Carolina 
whose  original  church  record  books 
and  titles  to  church  property  are  still 
txtant;  and  the  reports  of  whose 
pastors'  labors,  like  those  of  Pennsyl- 
vania ministers,  had  been  sent  to 
Germany  and  were  published  there. 

The  German  settlements  in  the 
interior  of  North  Carolina,  although 
commenced  in  1750,  were  of  gradual 
growth,  owing  to  the  peculiar  manner 
in  which  they  were  made.  They  were 
not  favored  with  shiploads  of 
emigrants  direct  from  Germany; 
their  increase  of  colonists  depended 
on  the  overland  route,  made  in 
wagons  and  on  foot,  from  the 
province  of  Pennsylvania.  It  took 
fifteen  or  twenty  years  before  the 
settlers  were  sufficiently  numerous 
enough  to  form  themselves  into 
congregations,  but  after  these  con- 
gregations were  organized,  the  urgent 
want  of  the  regular  administration 
of  the  word  and  sacraments  was  felt. 
The  slow  increase  of  German  settle- 
ments will  account  for  the  apparent 
tardiness  which  these  settlers  mani- 
fested in  sending  for  ministers  of  the 


gospel,  because  the  mode  of  travel  to 
North  Carolina  made  it  almost 
impossible  for  them  to  take  their 
pastors  with  them. 

The  synod  of  Pennsylvania  had  no 
ministers  to  spare,  for  even  in  that 
favored  province  the  want  of  min- 
isters was  greatly  felt.  The  settlers 
had  to  apply  constantly  to  the  church 
ip  Germany  to  satisfy  the  needs  of 
their  ever-increasing  German  popula- 
tion and  churches;  to  go  farther 
south  for  ministerial  help  was  utterly 
useless,  for  there  the  scarcity  was 
still  greater. 

PROPERTY 

On  October  26,  1767,  King  George 
III  granted  to  Matthew  Floyd  a  tract 
of  land  containing  fifty  acres,  which 
included  a  school  house.  How  long 
prior  to  1767  this  school  house  was 
erected  we  do  not  know,  but  no  doubt 
soon  after  the  first  settlers  arrived. 
1+  was  characteristic  of  the  German 
settlers,  as  soon  as  their  own  log 
cabins  were  erected  and  a  few  acres 
cleared,  to  build  in  some  convenient 
place,  a  school  house,  which  also 
served  as  a  church  house  for  worship. 
On  July  15,  1768,  Matthew  Floyd 
conveyed  this  fifty-acre  tract  to 
Nicholas  Warlick,  Frederick  Wise, 
Urban  Ashebanner,  Peter  Statler, 
Peter  Summey  and  Peter  Hafner  for 
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ten  pounds  sterling.  They  conveyed 
it  January  9,  1774,  to  "the  two  united 
congregations  of  Lutherans  and 
Calvinists."  There  have  been  some 
additions  to  the  original  tract,  which 
licw  contains  sixty-seven  and  one- 
fourth  acres.  One  addition  was  given 
March,  1859,  by  Rev.  Alfred  J.  Fox, 
M.  D.,  pastor  of  the  congregation, 
"for  and  in  consideration  of  the  love 
and  regard  which  he  hath  for  religion 
and  for  the  purpose  of  securing  to 
the  German  Reformed  and  Lutheran 
Congregations  a  burying  ground  and 
graveyard." 

To  allay  certain  contentions  that 
had  arisen  as  to  who  might  be  en- 
titled to  share  the  use  of  the 
property,  Cephas  Quickel  and  David 
W.  Ramsaur,  December  20,  1862, 
agarh  entered  the  Daniel's  Church 
land.  Their  grant  attested  by  Zebulon 
B.  Vance,  Governor,  bears  date 
January  20,  1863.  Quickel  and  Ram- 
saur on  July  25,  1863,  conveyed  the 
same  "to  George  Coon,  Jacob  Kistler, 
Maxwell  Warlick,  Jacob  Lantz,  Daniel 
Seagle  and  George  S.  Ramsaur, 
trustees  of  Daniel's  Evangelical 
Lutheran  and  Reformed  Churches." 
The  original  grant  to  the  church  with 
signatures  in  German  has  been  pre- 
served in  the  archives  of  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  College. 

The  school  house  was  long  used  as 
a  place  of  worship.  It  was  known  as 
the  "School  House  Church"  until 
1830,  when  the  name  was  changed  to 
Daniel's.  The  Minutes  of  the  Synod 
of  1828  refer  to  it  as  St.  Daniel's. 
Jake  Cassner,  a  delegate  for  Lebanon, 
Philadelphia,  St.  Daniel's  and  Trinity 
Churches,  attended  synod  which  met 
i."  Emmanuel  Church,  Sullivan  Coun- 
ty, Tennessee. 


Several  log  buildings  were  erected 
on  the  church  property  and  used  by 
both  denominations  at  different 
periods.  In  1845  the  first  frame 
church  was  built  as  a  union  house, 
and  cost  about  $600.  For  forty-five 
years  both  congregations  worshipped 
there. 

The  Lutheran  congregation  suffer- 
ed financially  from  the  great  Civil 
War,  for  the  record  shows  that  at 
"a  meeting  held  the  last  Saturday 
of  December,  1864,  George  Coon 
handed  in  to  the  trustees  four 
hundred  dollars  in  Confederate  States 
four  per  cent  certificates  as  belong- 
ing to  the  church."  In  February 
following  "George  Coon  paid  into  the 
treasury  one  hundred  dollars,  pro- 
ceeds of  sale  of  rent  wheat."  Added 
in  parenthesis:  "The  above  all  Con- 
federate money  —  lost." 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  1884, 
Rev.  J.  A.  Rudisill  was  called  as 
pastor.  He  organized  a  strictly 
Lutheran  Sunday  School.  This  caused 
some  little  discord  which  resulted  in 
a  building  program  for  the  Lutherans. 
In  1888,  a  building  40  by  75  feet  was 
finished  at  a  cost  of  $4,000,  and 
dedicated  July  28,  1889. 

We  would  not  be  unmindful  of  the 
noteworthy  acts  and  deeds  of  those 
influential  leaders  of  earlier  days. 
In  the  hearts  and  minds  of  some  of 
our  cider  forbears  is  a  vivid  picture 
of  the  construction  of  the  church 
building  erected  in  1888.  The  mem- 
bers gave  of  their  money,  labor  and 
prayers  to  see  this  work  finished. 
The  obligations  of  the  building  pro- 
gram rested  mainly  on  Alfred 
McCaslin,  Jacob  Rhodes,  Billy  Yoder, 
David  Coon,  A.  A.  Killian,  George 
Cansler,  David  Yoder,  Marcus  Holly 
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and  others.  Mr.  Wesley  Wells  was 
in  charge  of  the  masonry.  Plans  were 
modeled  over  Zion  Lutheran  Church 
in  Catawba  County.  Bricks  were 
made  on  Lee  Quickel's  land. 

Five  acres  of  land  were  donated 
to  Daniel's  Congregation  in  1901  by 
Susan  and  Barbara  Heavner  to  be 
used  as  Lutheran  Parsonage  prop- 
erty. 

September  11,  1927,  a  council 
meeting  was  held.  A  committee  was 
appointed  to  consider  plans  and 
estimate  the  cost  of  adding  Sunday 
School  rooms.  The  building  committee 
consisted  of  J.  F.  Seagle,  M.  B. 
Shidal,  R.  S.  Wyant  and  M.  S.  Yoder. 
D.  C.  Killian  was  appointed  secretary 
and  treasurer  to  the  building  com- 
mittee, and  L.  A.  Yoder,  P.  L.  Sigmon 
and  L.  M.  Smith  were  appointed  as 
a  committee  in  charge  of  heating  the 
building.  The  architect  was  Henry 
Kistler,  Lincokiton  contractor,  with 
Blain  Sigmon  of  Boger  City,  N.  C, 
as  contractor. 

In  1928,  under  the  leadership  of 
Rev.  W.  H.  Roof,  fourteen  rooms  were 
added  and  the  church  auditorium  was 
remodeled.  A  lighting  plant  and  heat- 
ing system  was  installed  at  a  total 
cost  of  $11,000.  The  building  is  free 
of  debt.  Dedication  services  July  31, 
1938,  will  be  in  charge  of  Dr.  J.  L. 
Morgan,  President  of  the  Synod. 

The  ladies  of  the  Aid  Society  were 
instrumental  in  beautifying  the 
grounds  by  having  shrubbery  set  out 
in  1933.  In  1934,  members  of  the 
congregation  gave  of  their  time  and 
labor  to  ground  improvement.  Every- 
body worked  wholeheartedly.  We 
mention  a  few  leaders:  R.  S.  Wyant, 
L.  A.  Yoder,  Guy  Robinson,  W.  A. 
Bangle   and   Mesdames    R.   C.  Car- 


penter, J.  F.  Seagle,  Hoke  Quickel, 
M.  L.  Yoder  and  Guy  Robinson. 

PASTORS 

In  1772,  Christopher  Rintleman 
from  Organ  Church  in  Rowan  County 
and  Christopher  Layrle  from  St. 
John's  Church  (Cabarrus  County) 
went  to  London,  England,  and  from 
there  to  Gottingen  University  in 
Hanover,  Germany,  to  obtain  pastors 
and  teachers.  September  13,  1772, 
Rev.  Adolph  Nussman  and  Johann 
Gottfried  Arndt  safely  arrived  in 
North  Carolina.  Arndt,  at  the  age  of 
thirty-three,  occupied  himself  in 
giving  instructions  to  the  children 
and  youth.  The  ministerial  field  de- 
manded more  time  and  energy  than 
Rev.  Nussman  could  supply.  Johann 
Gottfried  Arndt  was  ordained  as 
pastor  in  1773,  for  he  had  received 
excellent  education  in  Germany. 

Rev.  Nussman  became  pastor  of  St. 
John's,  Cabarrus  County,  leaving 
Rev.  Arndt  in  charge  of  Organ  and 
Salisbury  Churches  in  Rowan  County. 
Soon  after  the  restoration  of  peace 
in  1786,  Rev.  Arndt  moved  to  Lincoln 
County.  Here  he  built  his  home  on 
Leeper's  Creek,  near  Iron  Station. 
This  building,  now  150  years  old,  is 
still  used  as  a  dwelling  and  owned 
by  his  descendants.  He  became  the 
acknowledged  founder  of  the  Luth- 
eran Church  west  of  the  Catawba 
River. 

In  a  report  to  a  Virginia  Confer- 
ence, Rev.  Paul  Henkel  says:  "In 
Lincoln  County  there  are  eight  or 
nine  congregations,  several  of  which 
are  quite  large.  All  have  erected  joint 
houses  of  worship.  The  Lutheran 
congregations  were  served  by  Rev. 
Gottfried   Arndt  for   twenty  years. 
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Before  that  time  he  had  labored  in 
the  vicinity  of  Salisbury,  and  even  at 
that  time  had  often  traveled  among 
these  churches,  and  performed  of- 
ficial duties  as  far  as  his  circum- 
stances would  permit."  We  can- 
readily  see  from  this  report  that 
services  were  held  at  Daniel's  in  the 
Pre-Revolutionary  War  Period.  The 
churches  referred  to  in  Rev.  Paul 
Kenkel's  reports  are  without  a  doubt 
the  (1)  "School  House  Church" 
(Daniel's,  Route  2,  Lincolnton),  (2) 
"Dutch  Meeting  House"  (Emmanuel, 
Lin  co  In  ton),  (3)  "Philadelphia" 
(Hardin,  Gaston  County),  (4)  "St. 
Luke's"  (Lebanon,  now  Ore  Bank, 
Lincolnton,  N.  C),  (5)  "Gnaden" 
(Grace,  Catawba  County,  N.  C),  (6) 
"St.  John's"  (Catawba  County,  near 
Conover,  C),  (7)  "St.  Paul's" 
(Catawba  County,  near  Newton,  N. 
C),  (8)  "Haas  Church"  (St.  James, 
Catawba  County,  Newton,  N.  C), 
(9)  "Zion"  (Catawba  County,  south 
of  Hickory,  N.  C). 

From  Arndt's  diary  we  find  the 
names  of  the  communicant  members 
of  1777  from  the  Warlick  Settlement 
as  follows:  David  Wise,  John  Conrad 
Wiseman,  Samuel  Spiggle,  Marlena 
Koonce,  Mariah  Elizabeth  Cranster, 
Mariah  Catherine  Gantzler,  Anna 
Elizabeth  Erecs,  Mariah  Marlena 
Wisnant,  Anna  Mariah  Cranaster  and 
Anna  Mariah  Grismar;  also  a  list  of 
1783  as  follows:  Jacob  Wise,  John 
Sigell,  Elizabeth  Rudisill  and  Cath- 
erine Cline. 

During  the  last  four  years  of  Rev. 
Arndt's  life  he  was  disabled  by 
blindness,  so  that  Rev.  Philip  Henkel 
served  his  congregation. 

Rev.  Arndt  died  July  9,  1807, 
during  the  sixty-seventh  year  of  his 


life.  He  was  buried  at  Old  White 
Church  in  Lincolnton.  When  the 
church  was  enlarged  the  new  building 
extended  over  his  grave,  which  was 
left  under  the  pulpit  of  the  church. 
When  a  new  church  was  erected 
across  the  street,  Wariick  Funeral 
Home  occupied  this  old  church  build- 
ing. July,  1938,  this  building  is  being 
replaced  by  a  modern  funeral  home. 
Arndt's  tomb  is  being  removed  to  the 
adjacent  cemetery.  For  our  posterity 
we  include  some  historical  informa- 
tion concerning  Arndt's  tomb:  "As 
befitting  the  time  of  its  creation,  the 
monument  is  of  soapstone  and  the 
inscription  is  in  German.  However, 
instead  of  the  customary  dove,  lamb, 
angel  or  clasped  hands  for  a  symbolic 
ornament,  the  emblematic  spread 
eagle  of  the  United  States  proclaims 
to  posterity  that  Johann  Gottfried 
Arndt  was  not  a  Tory.  A  stanza  in 
English  was  no  doubt  added  in  recent 
years.  It  follows: 

'Remember,  man,  as  you  pass  by, 
As  you  are  now,  so  once  was  I. 
As  I  am  now,  you  soon  shall  be; 
Therefore  prepare  to  follow  me'." 

Rev.  Philip  Henkel,  son  of  Rev. 
Faul  Henkel,  was  ordained  for  the 
ministry  in  1805.  He  became  pastor 
»,f  Daniel's  congregation  on  April  14, 
1808.  He  served  for  six  years  until 
1814  when  he  moved  to  Tennessee. 
While  on  a  visit  to  North  Carolina 
churches  he  was  taken  sick  of  fever 
and  died  at  the  age  of  fifty-four 
years  on  October  9,  1833.  He  was 
buried  in  Richland  Church,  Randolph 
County,  near  Asheboro,  N.  C.  For 
thirty-eight  years  he  served  in  min- 
isterial office  and  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Tennessee  Synod. 
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Following  Rev.  Philip  Henkel  was 
Rev.  David  Henkel,  an  intellectual 
giant,  who  studied  under  his  brother 
Philip  and  supplied  for  him  as  early 
as  the  summer  of  1812.  Rev.  David 
Henkel  was  born  in  Staunton,  Virgin- 
ia, May  24,  1795.  He  began  his  min- 
isterial work  in  South  Carolina  at  the 
age  of  seventeen.  He  came  to  Lincoln 
County  in  1813  and  began  preaching 
immediately  at  Daniel's  Church,  Lin- 
coln County.  From  his  diary  we  read 
that  he  delivered  sometimes  two  and 
three  sermons  a  day  in  English  and 
German  to  crowded  and  attentive 
congregations.  He  baptized  243  adults, 
confirmed  1,005  persons  and  preached 
3,200  sermons.  He  was  author  of 
nine  or  more  theological  publications; 
also  wrote  the  formal  Constitution  of 
the  Tennessee  Synod.  He  died  June 
15,  1831,  at  the  age  of  thirty-six,  and 
was  buried  at  St.  John's  Church,  near 
Conover  in  Catawba  County.  We  read 
ir  the  Minutes  of  the  Synod  of  1831 
that  the  congregations  begged  for  a 
pastor  in  Rev.  David  HenkePs  place. 

While  Rev.  David  Henkel  was 
pastor  at  Daniel's  he  organized  in 
1822  Trinity  Congregation,  Vale,  N. 
C,  with  twenty-five  charter  members. 
Daniel  Lutz,  Sr.,  Samuel  Yount  and 
Adam  Seigle  were  elected  elders. 
They  were  fitted  for  office  as  they 
had  been  members  at  Daniel's  before 
this  time.  In  1814  David  Henkel  held 
services  in  Seigle's  School  House. 

Some  historians  tell  us  that  Daniel 
Moser  was  pastor  at  Daniel's  follow- 
ing David  Henkel,  while  others  say 
that  Adam  Miller  was  Henkel's 
successor.  We  do  know,  according  to 
the  minutes,  that  Moser  and  Miller 
were  pastors  in  Lincoln  County 
during  this  time.  After  Moser's  death 


in  1839,  Adam  Miller  was  our  pastor. 
It  is  indeed  unfortunate  for  future 
generations  when  a  link  in  the  annals 
of  history  is  broken.  For  several 
years  we're  unable  to  find  any 
accurate  records  of  the  church.  We 
suppose  that  its  work  lapsed  for  a 
period  of  time. 

From  1846-1855,  Rev.  Polycarp  C. 
Henkel,  son  of  David  Henkel,  was  our 
pastor.  He  was  born  August  20,  1820, 
ordained  in  1846,  and  died  in  Conover, 
N.  C,  1889.  He  preached  for  forty- 
six  years. 

The  Rev.  Alfred  J.  Fox  was  born 
September  6,  1817.  He  was  ordained 
ir-  1837,  and  preached  for  several 
years  in  Rowan  County.  In  1844  he 
was  called  to  Jacksonville,  Alabama, 
where  he  stayed  for  seven  years.  In 
1855  he  moved  to  Lincoln  County  on 
a  farm  five  miles  from  Lincolnton, 
iu  the  Rev.  Andrew  Loretz  home. 
Here  Dr.  Fox  lived  the  rest  of  his 
life,  with  the  exception  of  six  years. 
He  was  pastor  at  Daniel's  from  1855 
to  1875.  He  organized  Bethpage 
Congregation  from  Daniel's  and 
Trinity  Church  rolls  September  12, 
1858.  Some  names  of  Daniel's  con- 
firmation class  of  1857  are:  Henry 
Coon,  Daniel  Wise,  Nathaniel  Seagle, 
Eli  Hoke,  Joseph  Robinson,  Sara 
Coon,  Catherine  Quickel,  Adaline 
Kistler,  Nancy  Hoke,  Sara  Carpenter 
and  Frances  Gilbert.  Officers  and 
some  members  of  Daniel's  in  1865 
were:  Dr.  Eli  Crowell,  General 
Daniel  Seagle  and  George  Coon,  as 
elders;  Monroe  Seagle,  secretary; 
Cephas  Quickel,  treasurer;  and  Lydia 
Fox,  Elizabeth  Coon,  Sara  Blackburn, 
Daniel  Yoder,  Sara  R.  Coon,  Eli  Hoke 
and  Alfred  McCaslin,  members.  Rev. 
Alfred  J.  Fox  served  Daniel's  about 
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twenty  years.  He  was  an  earnest, 
faithful  Lutheran  pastor  for  forty- 
seven  years,  and  for  thirty-three 
years  a  successful  physician.  He  died 
June  10,  1884,  at  the  age  of  sixty-six 
years,  and  was  buried  at  Salem 
Cemetery,  Lincoln  County  (where  he 
was  ordained). 

In  1876,  Rev.  Jesse  R.  Peterson 
became  pastor  of  Daniel's  Congrega- 
tion, and  served  until  1881.  He  is  a 
son  of  the  congregation.  As  a 
preacher,  he  was  clear,  forceful, 
positive  and  earnest.  He  died  in 
Gaston  County,  May  15,  1897,  at  the 
age  of  seventy-five  years.  He  was 
buried  in  the  Lutheran  Cemetery  at 
Stanley  Creek.  He  served  the  Lu- 
theran Church  fifty-four  years. 

Then  Rev.  Marcus  L.  Little  became 
pastor  in  1882,  and  served  until  1883. 
Mr.  Little  was  a  zealous  supporter  of 
Christian  education,  and  at  the  time 
of  his  death  was  President  of  Gaston 
College,  Dallas,  N.  C.  He  possessed 
a  combination  of  natural  talents  and 
moral  virtues  constituting  a  Christian 
character  of  rare  excellence.  He  met 
a  tragic  death  in  a  terrible  railroad 
accident  near  Newton,  N.  C, 
February  16,  1891.  He  was  buried  at 
Hickory. 

In  January  of  1884,  Rev.  John 
Anderson  Rudisill  was  called  as 
pastor.  He  served  Daniel's  for  twelve 
or  more  years.  During  the  last 
eighteen  months  he  was  assisted  by 
Rev.  J.  C.  Wessinger,  who  now  lives 
at  Little  Mountain,  South  Carolina. 
Rev.  J.  A.  Rudisill  was  instrumental 
in  organizing  three  congregations  and 
building  of  four  churches.  He  died 
July  21,  1895,  of  typhoid  fever  and 
was  buried  in  Trinity  Cemetery,  Vale, 
N.  C.

Rev.  E.  J.  Sox  was  a  supply  pastor 
during  1895-1896. 

In  July,  1896,  Rev.  M.  L.  Pence  was 
called  as  pastor.  He  accepted,  and 
was  installed  by  Rev.  R.  A.  Yoder. 
In  1899  he  resigned  and  accepted  a 
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call  to  Toms  Brook  Pastorate  in 
Virginia.  He  preached  his  farewell 
sermon  at  Daniel's  Church  October 
22,  1899.  He  died  in  the  pulpit  of 
Friendship  Church,  Alexander 
County. 

Rev.  J.  P.  Price  was  given  a  call  to 
Daniel's  and  Grace  Congregations 
May  27,  1900.  He  began  work  January 
1,  1901,  and  served  for  five  years.  He 
resigned  December  25,  1906.  He 
moved  to  Granite  Falls,  then  later 
came  back  to  Catawba  County,  where 
he  served  until  1924.  He  died 
September,  1935,  and  was  buried  in 
Hickory  Cemetery. 

Following  Rev.  J.  P.  Price,  Dr.  L. 
L.  Lohr  began  his  pastoral  work 
December  15,  1907,  and  served  until 
September  22,  1918,  at  which  time  he 
accepted  a  call  to  Organ  and 
Ebenezer  Churches  in  Rowan  County. 
He  was  called  back  to  Daniel's  and 
served  from  April  15,  1319,  to 
December  24,  1922.  He  then  resigned 
January  31,  1923,  and  accepted  a  call 
to  Gilbert,  S.  C. 

Dr.  Lohr's  chief  interest  was  in 
young  people.  For  many  years  he 
prepared  the  music  for  Children's 
Day  programs.  He  also  compiled 
many  historical  sketches  of  value  to 
our  Lutheran  Church.  He  was  much 
loved  by  his  members  for  his  frequent 
visits  into  their  homes.  After  serving 
the  church  for  about  forty  years,  he 
retired  September,  1931.  He  made  his 
home  in  Lincolnton,  where  he  died  in 
August,  1937.  Dr.  Lohr  was  buried 
in  Daniel's  Cemetery.  It  is  with  pride 
that  we  remember  him  as  a  son  of 
our  congregation. 

Rev.  R.  M.  Carpenter  was  ordained 
in  1897.  He  was  called  from  Chapin, 
S.  C,  to  Daniel's  Congregation  on 


March  19,  1923,  to  fill  a  vacancy 
made  by  Rev.  L.  L.  Lohr.  Rev.  R.  M. 
Carpenter  accepted  the  call  and 
began  his  duties  on  May  1,  1923. 
After  serving  the  charge  of  Daniel's 
and  Grace  for  about  eighteen  months, 
he  resigned  September,  1924  to 
accept  a  call  to  Bethany  in  West 
Hickory.  At  the  present  time  he  is 
pastor  at  Granite  Falls,  N.  C.  His 
outstanding  work  was  the  organiza- 
tion of  Summer  Bible  Schools  for 
young  and  old. 

From  September,  1924,  until 
August,  1928,  Dr.  E.  J.  Sox,  Bible 
Instructor  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College, 
supplied  for  regular  services. 

Rev.  W.  H.  Roof  moved  from 
Blountville,  Tennessee,  to  become 
pastor  of  Daniel's  and  Grace  Con- 
gregations in  August,  1926.  During 
the  year  1928  he  launched  a  building 
program  for  Sunday  School  rooms. 
This  additional  equipment  made  it 
possible  for  him  to  conduct  more  in- 
spirational Vacation  Bible  Schools, 
and  has  also  been  a  great  help  in  our 
Sunday  School  work.  Rev.  W.  H.  Roof, 
the  present  pastor,  has  served  Daniel's 
Congregation  nearly  twelve,  years. 
His  resignation  to  retire  has  been 
accepted.  Although  we  regret  to  lose 
him  as  our  pastor,  we  are  happy  to 
have  him  and  his  family  reside  in  our 
community  and  worship  with  us  at 
Daniel's. 

The  Tennessee  Synod  met  in 
Daniel's  Church  in  1846,  and  again  in 
1898. 

The  educational  history  of  Daniel's 
Church  is  rich  in  self-sacrifice, 
service  and  love.  Since  the  earliest 
days  of  the  people  it  has  stood  for 
Christian  training.  The  first  schools 
were  parochial  schools,  established  by 
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pioneers.  They  served  their  day  and 
were  replaced  by  the  public  schools 
of  1845. 

Some  of  the  noted  educators  and 
physicians  of  the  congregations  were: 
Rev.  Luther  Fox,  President  of 
Roanoke  College;  Professor  Junius 
Fox,  professor  for  ten  years  in  New- 
berry College;  Dr.  R.  A.  Yoder, 
President  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  College; 
Charles  Lee  Coon,  President  of  N.  C. 
Teachers'  Association  and  Superin- 
tendent of  Wilson  County  Schools, 
N.  C;  R.  B.  Killian,  M.  D.,  Lincoln 
County;  Claud  Fox,  M.  D.,  noted 
surgeon  in  Greenville,  Tennessee; 
Prank  Fox,  M.  D.,  Bluefield,  W.  Va.; 
Alfred  Fox.  M.  D.,  of  Virginia  and 
North  Carolina.;  Dr.  Lawrence  Fox, 
dentist;  Dr.  J.  W.  Saine;  Dr.  R.  M. 
Petrie;  Rev.  L.  L.  Lohr,  D.  D.;  John 
Hauss,  a  baptized  member,  who 
served  as  Superintendent  of  Lincoln 
County  Schools;  and  Miss  Betty 
Coon,  who  was  an  influential  leader 
in  church  and  school  work  for  a 
number  of  years,  and  is  now  principal 
of  Asbury  School,  Boger  City,  N.  C. 

The  congregation  has  given  ten 
sons  to  the  ministry;  Revs.  Polycarp 
Henkle,  D.  D.,  Socrates  Henkle,  D.  D. 
J.  R.  Peterson,  L.  A.  Fox,  D.  D.,  J.  B. 
Fox,  Ph.  D.,  R.  A.  Yoder,  D.  D.,  J.  A. 
Rudisill,  L.  L.  Lohr,  D.  D.,  H.  A. 
Kistler  and  H.  A.  Seagle. 

Mr.  Ben  Seagle,  of  Hickory,  is  the 
only  living  Civil  War  Veteran  of  the 
congregation.  He  estimates  that 
about  sixty-five  members  from 
Daniel's  were  enlisted  in  the  Civil 
War.

Daniel's  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church 


Daniel's  Reformed  Church  is  next 
to  the  oldest  congregation  west  of 
the  Catawba  River.  On  October  26, 
1767,  King  George  III  granted  a  tract 
containing  fifty  acres,  and  including 
a  school  house,  to  Matthew  Floyd. 
Some  months  later  Matthew  Floyd 
conveyed  this  land  to  Nicholas  War- 
lick,  Frederick  Wise,  Urban  Ashe- 
banner,  Peter  Statler,  Peter  Summey 
?nd  Peter  Hafner  for  ten  pounds 
sterling.  They  conveyed  it  on  January 
9,  1774,  to  "the  united  congregations 
of  Lutherans  and  Calvinists." 

Members  of  the  Reformed  Church 
were  living  in  this  section  as  early, 
at  least,  as  1750.  John  Ramsaur,  a 
noted  pioneer,  came  to  this  section 
from  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania, 
in  1752,  as  on  a  fly  leaf  of  his  memo- 
landum  book  it  is  stated  that  John 
Ramsaur  "to  his  gorney  went 
August  27,  1752.  Cot  to  my  gorney's 
ent  October,  1752,"  a  forty  days' 
journey.  He  made  trips  back  to 
Pennsylvania,  following  the  old 
Cherokee  Indian  trading  path;  as  did 
many  of  the  pioneers. 

It  is  not  known  when  Daniel's 
Reformed  Congregation  was  organ- 
ized, but  missionary  pastors  held 
services  here  at  an  early  period.  Rev. 
J.  Martin  preached  to  the  Reformed 
members  at  Daniel's  about  1759.  Rev. 
Mr.  Dupert  also  preached  here  in 
1764.  Between  1764  to  1786,  Rev. 
Samuel  Suther,  Python  and  others 
visited  and  ministered  to  this  people 
ill  holy  things.  But  Daniel's  Reformed 
Church  owes  its  existence  today  to 


Rev.  Andrew  Loretz  more  than  to  any 
other  man. 

Andrew  Loretz  was  bom  in  Chur, 
Switzerland,  in  1761.  He  attended 
college  in  Bavaria,  and  at  the  age 
of  twenty-two  completed  a  thorough 
theological  course.  He  was  solicited 
by  Rev.  John  Jacob  Kessler,  Deputy 
to  the  Classis  of  Amsterdam  in  1779, 
to  come  to  America  and  preach  the 
gospel.  In  1784  he  set  sail,  accom- 
panied by  his  father,  also  Rev. 
Bernhard  F.  Willy  and  Paul  Peter 
Pernisius.  They  landed  in  Baltimore, 
August  17,  1784.  After  remaining  a 
little  more  than  a  year  in  Pennsyl- 
vania and  Maryland,  he  moved  to 
North  Carolina  in  1786. 

Rev.  A.  Loretz  located  his  home 
four  miles  northwest  of  Lincolnton, 
Lincoln  County,  on  a  large  tract  of 
land  that  he  bought  for  fourteen 
pounds  North  Carolina  Currency  from 
Jacob  Shuford,  on  the  third  day  of 
July,  1792.  He  labored  faithfully  in 
the  Holy  Cause,  seeming  to  have  no 
object  in  view  but  to  do  his  Master's 
bidding.  Besides  ministering  to  his 
own  people,  he  made  frequent  visits 
to  Rowan  and  Guilford  Counties,  and 
to  Lexington  District,  S.  C.  He  had 
five  regular  charges.  His  pastoral 
labors  carried  him  some  two  hundred 
and  fifty  miles.  Often  he  rode 
seventy-five  miles  to  meet  an  ap- 
pointment. His  extensive  labors  and 
frequent  exposures  cut  off  his  grand 
life  too  soon  for  the  church;  for  at 
the  age  of  fifty-one  years  he  died  at 
his  home  March  31,  1812,  after  con- 
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ducting  services  at  St.  Paul's  Church 
near  Conover,  N.  C.  He  was  buried  in 
Daniel's  Cemetery." 

After  the  death  of  Mr.  Loretz 
there  was  no  regular  Reformed 
pastor  for  sixteen  years.  During  this 
time  ministers  from  the  North 
visited  these  churches.  Some  of  them 
were  Revs.  James  Ross  Riley,  Jacob 
Scholl,  John  L.  Ebaugh,  John  Rudy 
and  W.  C.  Bennet. 

The  second  regular  Reformed 
pastor  was  Rev.  John  G.  Fritchey, 
who  came  in  the  spring  of  1828,  and 
continued  pastor  of  this  and  all  the 
Reformed  Churches  west  of  the 
Catawba  River  for  the  next  twelve 
years,  to  1840. 

The  next  pastor  was  Rev.  John 
Hobart  Crawford,  a  native  of  Mary- 
land, a  classmate  of  Rev.  Fritchey, 
who  induced  him  to  come  South.  He 
served  Daniel's  from  1841  to  1842. 
He  was  dismissed  to  the  Virginia 
Classis,  where  he  died  in  the  service 
of  the  Reformed  Church. 

In  August,  1842',  Rev.  Solomon  S. 
Middlekauff  became  pastor.  He  was 
a  native  of  Maryland,  was  ordained 
and  installed  as  pastor  in  the  "Old 
White  Church"  at  Lincolnton.  He 
remained  the  pastor  of  Daniel's  until 
his  untimely  death,  May  21,  1845,  in 
the  twenty-seventh  year  of  his  life. 
He  was  buried  in  Lincolnton 
Cemetery.  Since  he  was  a  man  of 
mild  and  peaceful  spirit,  he  enjoyed 
in  an  eminent  degrse  the  confidence 
of  his  people. 

Rev.  David  Crooks  became  pastor 
in  1846.  He  was  born  in  Pennsylvania 
March  20,  1812.  He  was  a  good 
preacher  and  faithful  servant  of  his 
Master.  He  remained  pastor  until  his 
aeath    on    January    24,    1859.  For 


twenty  years  he  was  a  minister  in 
the  German  Reformed  Church.  He 
was  bulled  in  St.  Matthew's 
Cemetery  near  Lincolnton,  N.  C. 

Rev.  Jeremiah  Ingold  was  born  in 
Guilford  County,  N.  C,  September 
26,  1816,  licensed  and  ordained  to  the 
ministry  April  4,  1844.  He  became 
pastor  of  Daniel's  in  1859,  and 
served  until  1874.  After  spending 
half  a  century  in  the  Master's  vine- 
yard, he  died  at  Hickory,  N.  C, 
February  12,  1893.  Since  his  pastor- 
ate the  changes  have  been  frequent. 

Rev.  Julius  Shuford  was  ordained 
in  1874.  He  served  here,  his  first 
charge,  as  pastor  until  1876,  and 
faithfully  discharged  the  duties  of 
the  sacred  office. 

Rev.  J.  C.  Clapp,  D.  D.,  and  Rev. 
John  A.  Foil  ministered  to  the  con- 
gregation from  1876  to  1878.  Then 
Rev.  Julius  Shuford  returned  and 
served  as  pastor  for  two  years,  from 
1878  10  1880. 

Rev.  A.  S.  Vaughn  came  from 
Pennsylvania  to  North  Carolina 
before  the  Civil  War  and  was  Presi- 
dent of  Catawba  College.  He  served 
the  congregation  from  1880  to  1883, 
but  was  not  regularly  installed  as 
pastor.  (He  was  a  Presbyterian 
minister). 

Rev.  A.  P.  Horn,  a  young  man  who 
came  from  Pennsylvania,  served 
Daniel's  for  nine  months  in  1884. 

Rev.  G.  Dickey  Gurley  came  to 
North  Carolina  from  Pennsylvania 
hs  1880.  He  served  the  congregation 
during  the  years  1884  and  1885.  He 
went  west,  leaving  the  Classis  in 
1886. 

Rev.  Joseph  L.  Murphy,  D.  D.,  a 
native  of  Davidson  County,  N.  C, 
was   ordained   in    Newton,  October, 
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1885.  He  was  called  to  the  Lincoln 
County  charge  and  served  Daniel's 
Church  from  July,  1885,  to  Novem- 
ber, 1890.  He  then  accepted  a  charge 
to  Hickory. 

C.  A.  Starr,  a  student  of  Catawba 
College,  served  as  supply  pastor 
until  his  death,  September  20,  1891. 
The  congregation  had  hoped  to  have 
him  as  pastor. 

Rev.  J.  M.  L.  Lyerly,  Ph.  D.,  of 
Rowan  County,  was  licensed  and 
ordained  to  preach  in  1889.  He  served 
Daniel's  Congregation  for  one  year, 
1892-1893. 

Rev.  Jacob  C.  Clapp,  D.  D.,  was 
ordained  as  pastor  of  the  Newton 
Church  in  1869.  He  became  pastor  at 
Daniel's  June  24,  1894,  and  served 
until  June  13,  1897. 

Rev.  Theodore  Calvin  Hesson  was 
born  in  Littlestown,  Adam  County, 
Pennsylvania;  spent  several  years  in 
educational  work;  was  ordained  and 
installed  as  pastor  July  18,  1897.  He 
left  Daniel's  June  25,  1902,  after  six 
successful  years  of  service. 

Rev.  C.  B.  Heller  became  pastor 
October  19,  1902,  and  served  until 
October  1,  1906. 

Rev.  S.  W.  Beck  served  Daniel's 
from  November,  1906,  to  December, 
1909. 

In  March  of  1910,  Rev.  Harvey  G. 
Kopenhaver  became  pastor  and 
served  until  March,  1915.  He  then 
resigned  to  take  up  work  in  Catawba 
College,  Newton,  N.  C.  He  is  living 
in  Lincolnton,  N.  C. 

H.  A.  Fesperman,  a  student,  sup- 
plied for  four  months  in  1915.  Then 
ir.  March  of  1916,  Rev.  H.  A.  Fesper- 
man, D.  D.,  became  regular  pastor, 
and  served  successfully  until  March, 
1921.  At  present  he  is  a  pastor  in 


Hagerstown,  Maryland. 

B.  J.  Peeler,  a  student,  supplied 
the  charge  from  April  to  September, 
1921. 

Rev.    J.   B.   Swartz   supplied  for 
three  months  in  1922. 

On  May  1,  1922,  Rev.  B.  J.  Peeler 
took  charge  of  the  pastorate  and 
served  until  April  30,  1924.  He  is 
pastor  in  Burlington,  N.  C. 

May,  1924,  Daniel's  was  again 
united  to  the  South  Fork  Charge, 
with  Rev.  J.  B.  Swartz  as  pastor. 
After  resigning  his  work,  he  went 
to  Pennsylvania  in  August,  1925. 

Rev.  H.  S.  Nichokon,  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, supplied  the  charge  for  one 
month  in  1925. 

Rev.  E.  H.  Guinther  served  as 
pastor  for  thirteen  months,  from 
June,  1926,  to  July,  1927. 

Rev.  W.  C.  Lyerly  faithfully  served 
the  charge  for  over  three  years, 
from  December,  1927,  to  March, 
1931.  He  moved  to  Greensboro,  N.  C. 

From  June  to  September,  1931,  the 
charge  was  supplied  by  Rev.  Carl 
Clapp,  who  is  now  pastor  of  Grace 
Reformed  Church,  Newton,  N.  C. 

Rev.  Huitt  R.  Carpenter  accepted 
pastoral  duties  of  this  charge  in  s 
July,  1932.  After  serving  acceptably 
for  three  years,  he  ceased  duties  in 
August,  1935,  to  become  pastor  of 
Lincolnton  Reformed  Church.  He  is 
now  pastor  in  China  Grove,  N.  C. 

The  present  pastor,  Rev.  O.  B. 
Michael,  S.  T.  D.,  of  Lexington,  came 
to  Daniel's  in  November,  1935.  Pastor 
Michael  has  ministered  regularly  to 
the  congregation  during  an  un- 
fortunate catastrophe.  In  July,  1936, 
lightning  destroyed  the  brick  church 
constructed  in  1892.  Under  his  lead- 
ership the  present  church  building 
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-was  erected  and  dedicated  October 
31,  1937. 

Classis  met  twice  at  Daniel's:  In 
1886,  with  Rev.  J.  W.  Cecil  as  Presi- 
dent; in  1902,  with  Rev.  W.  H. 
McNairy,  D.  D.,  as  President.  The 
twelfth  semi-annual  meeting  of 
Classis  will  be  held  at  Daniel's 
October  4,  1938. 

The  congregation  has  always  been 
small  in  numbers  but  strong  in 
courage.  Today  it  has  more  than 
seventy-five  members. 

For  many  years  the  Warlick  family 
has  been  prominent  in  church  work. 
Pioneer  Daniel  was  among  the  first 
settlers  to  come  to  this  section.  His 
son,  Maxwell,  a  characteristic  Dutch- 
man, was  a  devoted  member  of 
Daniel's  Reformed  Church.  Jacob, 
David,  and  Henry,  sons  of  Maxwell, 
have  been  outstanding  figures  his- 
torically in  Daniel's  Church.  Mr. 
Henry  Warlick  is  nearly  ninety  years 
old.  He  reared  one  son  for  the 
ministry,  Rev.  Charles  Warlick,  of 
Mt.  Pleasant,  N.  C. 

BUILDINGS 

The  Lutheran  and  Reformed  Con- 
gregations used  the  same  houses  of 
worship  for  about  a  hundred  years. 

A  congregational  meeting  of  the 
Reformed  Church  was  held  July  6, 
1889,  and  Titus  Rhodes,  Henry 
Warlick,  Eli  D.  Ramsaur,  A.  C. 
Hottenstein  and  W.  E.  Miller  were 
appointed  committee  to  get  up  a  plan 
for  a  new  building.  On  April  1,  1894. 
the  new  brick  building  was  dedicated. 
Rev.  J.  L.  Murphy  preached  the 
sermon  from  the  text,  John  17:21. 

This  edifice  was  commodious  and 
substantial.  The  spire  of  this  build- 
ing was  visible  from  the  Court  House 


Square  in  Lincolnton,  N.  C.  For 
forty-four  years  this  house  of  wor- 
ship served  well  the  needs  of  its 
congregation.  On  July  10,  1936, 
lightning  destroyed  it. 

The  Lutheran  congregation  shared 
their  building  and  regular  services 
continued  with  Rev.  O.  B.  Michael, 
S.  T.  D.,  serving  as  pastor. 

A  building  committee  composed  of 
Hugh  Warlick,  Hugh  Holly,  T.  A. 
Warlick,  J.  D.  Warlick,  T.  F.  Aber- 
nathy,  C.  F.  Lantz  and  H.  D.  Warlick 
was  appointed  in  1936.  Plans  were 
soon  completed  and  in  the  early 
spring  of  1937  excavation  began.  Mr. 
J.  W.  Warlick,  Hickory,  N.  C, 
donated  the  stone  for  the  church. 
Then  in  May,  1937,  J.  H.  Bolch, 
contractor,  and  Q.  E.  Herman, 
architect,  of  Hickory,  began  con- 
struction. The  cornerstone  was  placed 
in  the  masonry  the  first  Sunday  in 
July.  On  October  31,  1937,  the  build- 
ing was  dedicated.  In  architecture, 
it  is  a  gem.  The  beautiful  art 
memorial  windows  were  donated  by 
the  descendants  of  Rev.  Andrew 
Loretz  and  Pioneer  Daniel  Warlick 
and  others. 

*  *  * 

In  order  that  we  understand  the 
age  in  which  we  live,  it  is  important 
that  we  study  the  history  of  the  past. 
The  various  and  succeeding  epochs 
of  the  world  are  not  a  number  of 
disjointed  parts  rudely  thrown  to- 
gether. The  present  is  a  development 
of  the  past. 

May  this  history  inspire  our 
people  with  a  greater  respect  for 
their  time-honored  church  and  may 
they  continue  to  build  upon  the 
foundations  laid  by  our  forefathers 
in  the  days  of  the  reformers.
